ultimate accusation, beeause they 
should have known. To the crime of 
murder is added the sin of culpable 
ignorance—an ignorance which was 
the result of a deliberate refusal to 
face the facts in front of their very 
eyes:

Ht has been said that many sins are 
like long-range guns which destroy 
country out of sight. It could be 
said with equal truth that modern 
war is murder at long range. That 
neither excuses or justifies it. If we 
plead that we know not what we do, 
we but increase our guilt because we 
ought to know. 

If we do not know that today ap- 
palling and shameful things are being 
planned on our behalf, it is because 
——as Reginakt Thompson points out 
in his article on page one—we do not 
desire to know, 

A refusal to use our imagination 
is one of the characteristics of today. 
We oan be startled by the crashing 
of a bomber which kills thirty-six 
spectators at an air display, and ap- 
palled by a disaster which causes the 
evacuablion of aw seaside resort or 
drowns hundreds in an unexpected 
flood, without being moved by the 
knowledge that Britain's atom bomb 
spells death for thousands, that vil- 
lages in Korea have been evacuated 
day by day and that Britain deli- 
bernately burst dams during the war 
and drowned hundreds of civilians. 

That we know not what we do is 
no excuse, for jt is our duty to use 
our imaginations and our brains to 
see through propaganda and reach 
the truth, in terms of persons,

The refusal to see truth and love in the

That ‘the optimism of others has been 
| tempered with caution may reflecu a cone 
tinuing luek of a readiness to trust the 
other side and a desire to clarify possibly 
{doubtful points. But it also reflects a deep 
concern that the hopes of all the peoples of 
the world should not be disappointed, 

If caution seems necessary ib mast not be 
obstruccive caution which desires to see the 


end of the road before the first step is 
ij taken. There must be trust and a willing- 


' ness to make the best possible of the new 
offer and the new spinit, and not the worst. 
There must be no sugeestion that those who 
have shown a willingness to make conces- 
sions have done so out of weakness. That 
fis an accusation all too often and casily 
levelled apainst those who are prepared to 
be conciliutory. To show a willingness to 
reach agreement, even at the visk of being 
miscalled weak, may well indicate a moral 
cournye and strength greater than that of 
those who make no such gesture. 

There must be no talk of vietory by either 
side. ‘The situation has been one of political 
and military stalemate, and the only victory 
which can be won is that of common sense 
over the folly of continuing conflicts: of 
constructive peacemaking over the menace 
of war, 

We hope that East and Weat will shake 
hands on a bargain which is to the advant- 
age of both, and to which both must ¢on- 
tribute, in a spirit whieh intends to allow 
friendship and co-operation to take the 
place af enmity and conflict, 


Churchill’s chance 


We are clad to see that Fact” (which 
is an official publication of the Labour 
Party) recognises that a great fehance for 
world peace has come, and that the British 
Gevernment must seize it. “ Fact’! recog:

Such an admission is a venuine and neces- 
sary sign of amendment. We have often 
expresed the view that if only the Soviet 
Union and her friends would admit that 
Russia is not vet a land of milk and honey, 
that some thines are less than perfect and 
that her leaders are vapable of making mis- 
takes, it would not only help to create a 
new confidence but would also make it easier 
for others to recopnise the many achieve- 
ments of the Soviet Union. This act of 
evaee must not be minimised.  Tndeed = it 
would be well uf it ts followed by a creater 
readiness om the part of olher vovernnients 
to admit that they too have made mistakes 
even in the assumption of aggressive mili- 
tary intentions on the part of Russia, 


At the moment of writing’ the situation 
which led to the arrest of the doctors is no 
cleaver nor the situation which springs 
from theiy release. We asked at the time 
whether the arrests signified a strugele 
within the poliburo, and though the an- 
nouncement of the pew get up on Stalin's 
death seemed to show that if Malentov was 
the new boss, Beria was a elose second, the 
accusation now made against the Ministry 
of State Security may possibly imoplieate 
Beria, True that it is only since Stalin’s 
death that the ministries of State Security 
and the Interior have been merged under 
his leadership, but he did previously bear 
the ultimate responsibility for Security. lt 
has still to be disclosed wheher the release 
has been effected in spite of Beria or as 
part of a new poliey adopted by him with 
the merging of the two departments. But 
that there is a softening of Soviet internal 
us well as foreign policy there ean be little 
doubt.

or dangerous. Critical though Peace News 
is of both Western and Eastern policy, it 
bas never ceased to urye a peaceful solution 
of the Germain problem or any other peace 
policy for fear of being dubbed pro-Com- 
munist. What matters is whether the 
policy represents the essential truth of the

PrARTICIPATION in Civil Defence pro- 
grammes is often urged on the ground 
that their objective is to provide succonr 
(hor people caurht in disasters such as 
bombing, and presumably everyone ought 
to he willing: and eueer to assist in such 
matters and andertake training: so that this 
assistance May be as efficient as possible, 
tt seems advisable that pacifists in local 
communities should make it clear Crom the 
outset that they do want Lo share fully in 
rieeting, needs, wad that they do not want 
to wait unti] called upon, mach jess con- 
scripted, vo orender their utmost help in 
such sibutions, 

Offieial defence programmes, however, wre 
usually carried on in an atmosphere of pre- 
paredness for war and the development of 
ao war psychology, including: hatred of the 
enemy. Jt would seem that by not rush- | 
ing into ‘* defence ” activities, even though 
in themselves they appear innoeuaus, paci- 
fists may help to contribute to maintaining 
the spirit of calm and freedont fron fear 
which is so Inypartant, 


Dangerous tendency 


Since by definition, pacifists cannot take | 
part oon war, vbis is another reason why 
they should exercise great care about 
being drawn into civil defence work, 

In many places, defence programmes are 
carried out in such a way as to develop war- 
mindedness and in some cases feelings of 
terror in children. There js niso a dan- 
gerous tendency illustrated in a county civil 
defence publication which stated that 
“school quthorities should ‘clean house’ of 
Commimmistic-tainted Lrheral teachers and 
their dangerous and insidious effects on 
young: munds.” 

Any attempt to use the Civil Defence 
organisation for such purposes should be 
restated,

EN “France, Germany and NATO" ¢pub- 
* lished by Current Affairs Press, New 
York, 50 cents), dames P. Warburp dis- 
cusses from the standpoint of a basic accep- 
tance of American policy with reyard to 
Russia, the effort that is being made to 
vonstruet a European army under NATO. 


He points out that NATO assumes a 
divided Gerinany and that in sueh a situa- 
tion the French are bound to contemplate 
with fear a future deal between Germany 
and Russia to secure its unification. 


“The Germans will never rest content so 
lung as their country remains partitioned; 

. . they will either manoeuvre the Western 
allianee inte a war with Russia ta regain 
their Eastern territories or—and this seems 
more jikely-~betray the West by making 
another Russo-German deal at the expense 
of Poland.” 


Tle remarks, “Tt is nothing short of 
absurd to think that an eventual Soviet 
German deal has never entered the mind 
of ChangeHNor Adenauer.

“How could Ametica believe jn collective 
seenrity if she financed a government whose 
interest it is to destroy callective security? 
wns the question asked by the peoples of 
the East. 


Revolution starved 


Mr, Bevan recalled how he and other 
members of the Labour Party had fought 
that Britain should assist the Russian revo- 
lution by helping them to industvialise 
their country. 

“We did stop Winston Churchill from 
murdering the Revalution,” he said “hut 
we did not succeed in uvreventing him and 
his friends from stérving the Russian 
revolution.” 

‘Mout of the defects that stuined the Rus 
sian Revolution stemmed from the faet that 
they hid to industrialise themselves with no 
sasistance from the industrialised West.” 
he contended. In Russia the warkers were

the guilt that has stained Russian Com- 
munism stemmed directly from the isolation 
to whiecn we drove them under the leader- 
ship of the British Government.

version of an agrarian) yalion to a 

modern judustrialised nation, unless 

assisted from outside involves dictator- 
ship inside. It is sheer nonsense to talk 
.af democracy in the Far Fast and to 
sfarve if, at the same time.” 

Peacelyl change requires democricy 


The problem that faced us in the world 
wedéay was how to maintain eullective peace 
in the world, and still enable people to 
change their governments if they had no 
democracy by which to change them. We 
must help them to find some other way. 
That was the position that faeed us in 
Africa. 

“For you have no moral case against 
viclence,” he continued, “if vielence is all 
that is teft to the people when they want 
to change their government. Democracy 
flourishes on a definite kind of soil; you 
cannot deny that soil to a people and 
expect democracy to flourish.” 

Let us say te our American friends thal 
they should not repeat the foolishness of 
Great Britain; that they should aot imitate 
our treatment of the Russian revolution by 
treating Cammunist China in the same way. 

“Let the people of Britain tell the 
British Governmeht,” he continued, “and 
Jet the Brifish Government tell the 
American Gevernment, that we are pre- 
pared to co-operate with Amevica in (he 
maintenance of peace hut not in the pur- 
suit. of war.” 

“Peace in’ Europe is invelyved in the 
suceess of the Russian Communists anil 
not in their failure. Tf Communist peonles 
everywhere saw that we were helping them 
with the accomplishments of modern in- 
dlustrial geienee there would be established 
such a sense of comradeship that war would 


he absolutely impossibic.” 

Ritchie Calder, Science Editor of the 
News Chronicle and a vice-president of the 
Labour Pacifist Fellowship, said that while 
We rejoiced at the recent peace moves, we 
must not forget that there was also a 
“peace scare.” 

The impreved prospects for 
Korea and the lessening of tension was re- 
flected ino # dechne in all international 
markets. 

He quoted a director of General Motors 
who had suid that what was good for 
General Motors was good for America;

Asians as cannen-fodder 


The policy of Asians fighting Asians he 
suid, was a disastrous one.

As evidence of this he mentioned the 
stand made by Pakistan against any ahgn- 
ment with the Western powers and Burma's.

on her territory. To Eastern peoples de- 
moeracy Waa not a grand alliance, and they 
coukl be neither bought nor persuaded into 
hecoming the advance troops in a war of 
the hemispheres. 

Ritchie Calder recalled a conversation he 
had had with a native of Java. There were 
two English phrases which the native 
understood—-Atlantic Charter and Atom 
Bont. 

The first meant to him the freedom of 
the individual as envisagred by Roosevelt 
(he did not know that it had been super- 
ceded by the Atlantic Paet); the second 
meunt something that white men dropped 
on yellow men, “Nothing will change their 
minds on that,” he added, 

The question we must ask ourselves 
today, he continued, is whether we are 
rroing on being committed to Chiang Kai- 
shek, and whether the Ching Labby are 
going to submit te any settlement that will 
neutralise Formosa. For without that 
there could he no permanent settlement for

The standard has fallen deplorahiy. 
Twenty years ago, a furelgen correspon- 
dent was usually a scholar and a linguist, 
nnd a oman of high integrity, ready to 
resign and go into the wilderness (as 
many of them did) if their stories were 
sbppressed unreasonably. 

Today, the foreign correspondent is often 
an illiterate “tough puy’ with the kind 
of hair cut onee almost exclusively the 
style of conviets with a tendency to lice. 
This type abounds in the Far East. He is 
without efnieal standards, and without the 
scholarship to furm an opinion or to evalu- 
ate events he sues, He is often a “ genius” 
at sliseovering means of conveying what is 
called “news” to his offlee split seconds 
ahead af anyone else. 

The effect of high speed communications 
is perhaps the most sinister influence of all 
in regard to the quality of foreign news. It 
meana that correspondents, even when they 
are capable, no lynger have the time to dis- 
eaver the real feeling and meanite of the 
countries they Ay over and into, Alireraft 
have robbed tham of a real awareness of 
eihnics and geography. They do nat know 
in thelr real knowledge where one country 
ends and another begins. And when they 
arrive they dare not mave far away from 
communications of miss the official hand- 
out. They dare not leave the ‘ horse's 


mouth.” Seldom do they discover the body 
ef the animal, or have a eleay idea of its 
tail. They do not know whether, in fact, 
il is the mouth of the rigcht horse. 

J think that one of the most serious 
criticivms of newspapers is not their pre- 
sentation or suppression of news, but their 
evaluation of it. For example, you will 
find, Jet us say, a& piece of news about 
Karea or Formosa. Ht will be true. Nat 
all the truth, but a legitimate angle. There 
nity be a Leader on the subject. af Korea 
or Furmosa or both. On another page, 
there may be a magnificent review of, say, 
Professor Fitzgerald's “ Revolution in 
China.” The reviewer will say that here 
is n- vital book for students of the Far 
East; here is the objective truth, If this 
reviewer 1s right, the Leader will be a lie. 
And perhaps the most terrible thing is that, 
the Leader writer and the reviewer in a 
case fike this-—and it is a real ense-—may 
he the same man. He eannet believe in 
that book and that Leader. 

Nevertheless, it is «till possible for, the 
ordinary citizen of this country to know 
what goes on in the world. Knowledge has 
never been available on a penny or twao- 
penny aay It has always been the reward 
of study. It all comes hack to Narriman’s 
haly and Aly Khan's breakfast. You can 
have that kind of thing for twopence any 
day, But to know and to understand “ What 
roves on” costa time and the desire to knew.
